2. DEGREES OF READI NESS.

a. Munt Qut (MO is held by the using unit and is normally
thirty days of supply. Levels are based on usage or conbat
assault factors fromthe previous operation of the same nature.

b. Landing Force Operational Reserve Material (LFORM,
normal ly consists of classes I, I1l, 1V, and V and are pre
positi oned aboard desi gnated anphi bi ous assault shi ps.

c. Prepositional War Reserve is all stocks held by the
Mari ne Corps in support of nmobilization. It is centrally
| ocated t hroughout the world in Marine Corps or Navy Supply
Depot s.

3. LANDI NG FORCE SUPPLI ES. These are the supplies and

equi pnent in the assault echelon (AE) and assault follow on
echel on (AFOCE). They include the initial supply support needed
before arrival of resupply in the anphi bi ous objective area
(AOCA). Landing force supplies include basic |oads,
prepositioned emergency supplies and renmaining supplies.
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a. Basic Load. Basic |oads are the types and quantities of
supplies that the commander directs his unit to carry for a
specific operation.

b. Prepositioned Energency Supplies. The commnder uses
prepositioned enmergency supplies for replenishnment early in the
shi p-to-shore novenent. They are avail able on-call for
i medi ate delivery to units ashore. This category is further
broken down into floating dunps and prestaged helicopter-lifted
suppl i es.

(1) Floating Dunps. Floating dunps consist of selected
prepackaged class I, 111, V, and VIIIl supplies. They are in
| andi ng craft or assault anphi bious vehicles for inmedi ate on-
call delivery to units ashore.

(2) Prestaged Helicopter-Lifted Supplies. Prestaged
helicopter-lifted supplies are simlar to floating dunps. They
contai n prepackaged units of selected high priority supplies
positi oned and nmintai ned aboard helicopter transports and ot her
properly configured ships.

(3) Renmining Supplies. Remaining supplies are those
which are not part of the basic |oad or the prepositioned
enmergency supplies. They constitute the major portion of the
supplies transported to the anphi bi ous objectives area (AOCA) in
t he assault echelon (AE) and the assault follow on echel on
(AFOCE). When the tactical situation permts, the commnder uses
sone to these supplies to build dunps ashore. The conbat
service support el enent unloads the bulk of the remaining
suppl i es during general unloading.

4. REPORTS AND RECORDS

a. Serials Landed Status Report. This report records the
status of equi pment and personnel that have reached their
i ntended desi gnat ed beach.

b. Dunp Status Chart. This chart reflects quantity of
supplies received, issued, and on hand at a specified tine.

c. Ships’ Unloading Status Chart. This chart provides the
shore party commander with the unloadi ng status of each
transport/cargo ship. It also provides unit conmanders and
their staffs with the status of their troops and gear. The
shi ps’ unl oadi ng status chart includes the unl oaded percent age
of personnel, vehicles, and cargo by class. This chart also
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shows the estinmted percentage of entire ship unl oaded,
estimated tinme of conpletion of unloading entire ship, and ships
scheduled time of return to the sea echel on.

d. Casualty And Epw Evacuation Chart. This chart shows the
nunber of casualties and EPW s recei ved, evacuated, and
ret ai ned.

e. Vehicle And Equi pnent Status Chart. This chart provides
the disposition of vehicles and equi pnent operating under
control of the Landing Force Support Party (LFSP).
